“T do not recall the date,“ said he, or 
thé woman's name. was going along 
Washington avenue, near that house,when 
a Mrs. Black, who had been a patient of 
mine, met me and excitedly told me that 
this woman was poisoned.

Her pulse was very weak and 
she was in a bad way. She complained of a 
great depression in her head. She showed 
e what she told me were nitro-glycerine 
tablets which her physician had prescribed 
for her heart trouble, but said excitedly 
that she might have taken some of her 
husband’s medicine by mistake. He was 
in bed suffering from typhoid fever, so she 
said. I was suspicious. I could not see 
how medicine prescribed for a typhoid 
fever patient could put her in such an ex- 
eited and nervous state. I prescribed bro- 
mide of potash and large doses of brandy. 
She vomited ost immediately, and was 
soon relieved. suspected that she had 
taken an overdose of morphine or some 
other opiate, but there was nothing to in- 
dicate that she was suffering from arseéni- 
cal poisoning.”’ 

ARTIE SLOAT’S STATEMENT. 

Artie Sloat expressed surprise when in- 
formed by a Post-Disptach representative 
that Lichty was dead and that Mrs, Lichty

I was laughed at 
and called a lunatic. When the electrical 
exectition became a law I began my experi- 
ments, which I have continued ever since. 

“I was so convinced that the amount of 
voltage given to a condemned prisoner does 
not kill that 1 made up my mind that all 
that Was necessary W to indute respira- 
tion. My perfected apparatus is nothing 
more than a pair of lu in brass. There 
are two cylinders, each 7 inches high and 2% 
inches in diameter, each having a capacity 
of 30 cubic inches—the capacity of the lungs. 
The pistons of the cylinders have a common 
handle. Each cylinder has an inlet valve 
and an outlet valve. A valve from each cyl- 
inder is connected with a rubber tube which 
is inserted in the t ea, or windpipe. 
When the handle of the force-pump is 
raised, one cylinder draws the air from the 
lunge and the other draws in pure air, or air 
with a large pereentage of oxygen, if it is 
desired. When the handle is forced down 
the pure air, or oxygenated air, is forced 
into the lungs and the air drawn from them 
is vented. 

“It was apparent that the device would be 
efficacious in cases of drowning, mon tar ge 
tion or morphine poisoning, as well as in 
cases where electrical shock causes sus- 
pended animation. I de my first ri- 
ment upon my large Thomas cat. I filled 
my bath-tub with water, tied a ht to the 
cat, and he sank to the bottom. left him 
there fourteen minutes. When I took hiin 
out, he was apparently as dead as a 
nail. There was no heart action and no 
muscular action. He was as stiff as a poker. 
I placed the tube in his throat and began to 
pump. Within ten minutes he began to re- 
vive, and within fourteen minutes he was 


as well as ever. 

„Then I asphyxiated him. I placed him 
in a box and connected it with a tube from 
the gas jet. The cat keeled over in a few 
seconds. I left him there eight minutes, 
It took me thirteen minutes to revive him. 

“Since I began experiments with that cat 
I have drowned or asphyxiated him no 
fewer than twenty-three times, and he suf- 
fered no ill from it that I have been able 
to discover. The only effect has been to in- 
crease his — 

„„I have made the same experiments with 
dogs and with just as succesful results. I 
have apparently killed them with electric- 
ity and then revived them.

It would 
be a service, in brief, which would aid the 
entire business community. The early morn 
ing mail trains they one and all call the 
newspaper trains, and declare that to the 
business community at large they are val- 
ueless, or practically so. 

Talks with the proprietors or managers 
of the large business houses prove what 
nas teen asserted time and time again, 
that the important and ordinary mail of 
of the large business houses prove what 
than 5:30 o’clock every evening, in ample 
time, if the Post-office force is adequate to 
“the work of cancelling and sorting, of 

oing out on the evening trains. The 

act that a considerable amount is fre- 
uently left over is due entirely to the 
act that much of the mail which could 

be collected and dispatched by 3 or 3:30 
o’clock is allowed to lay in the boxes until 
from 4:30 to 6 o’clock and then the bulk is 
so great that to get it out on the evening 
train is well nigh the task of a Hercules. 
What all declare is needed to obviate this 
_condition of affairs is an early afternoon 
‘mail service, which will dispatch a large 
amount the matter earlier in the day. 
MERCHANTS FXPRESS THEMSELVES. 

“We need a service,” said Albert A. Aal 
of the Parisian Cloak Co, “which will facil- 
itate and hasten business transactions. 
Speed and dispatch are the American bus- 
iness watchwords of to-day. Mail should 
be collected and sent out out as soon as 
it is ready and not be left lying in boxes for 
hours. An early morning mail gets the 
newspapers out quickly after they are 
printed. It may help advertise the city. 1 
don’t know. I subscribed $300 to help sup- 
port the service, and all the good I ever got 
out of it was the glory of saying we have 

early fast mail. It never did my busi- 
any good. Now what we want is 

a service which will dispatch our mail 
as soon after it is ready as the early morn- 
ing mail does the business for which it 
was especiallly intended. 

: is not the day of d business 
by freight trains: My express bills amount 
to hundreds of dollars a week because, if 
my customers want any ane in- the East- 
ern market, I order it quickly by express. 
Quick service from St. Louis into its own 
territory is needed. People come in to 
shop or transact some business and they 
don’t: want to stay here until after dark. 
They want to transact their business and 
“go-heme. Thus an early afterngon train 
service would enable them to do: Let us 
have an early afternoon mail service. 

Secretary Augustine of the Wear-Boogher 
dry goods company is an advocate of ar 
early afternoon. mail service. I have not- 
iced.” he says, “that people get their mai! 
ready to send out as soon as there is a 
train to send it on. A large amount of our 
mail is always ready by 3 o’clock, and if 
we knew we could get it out on_an earlier 
train than those going in the evening 
form 6 to 8 o’clock, we would have more of 
it ready. Of course, in a wholesale busi-

about one-third of the amount of the first 
ent of the bonds that must be paid 

in when the bids are accepted. The bank- 
ers have still five days in which to continue 
raid and draw out the full installment. 

‘That seems to be the way the bankers are 
figu on getting the bonds. It amounts 
to — — oe * forcing the Govern- 
ment to pay 3 per cent interest for ten years 
to get back its own gold. But Uncle Sam 
may not prove such an easy lamb' to 
fleece. No one is drawing any gold away 
from the sub-Treasury without the knowl- 
edge of Secretary Carlisie. Reports are 
made to him at the close of business each 
day, and the bankers who have gone into 

s business may learn along about the 
26th of this month that the shears that 
have cut the fleece may not have a chance 
to cut the — Secretary Carlisle has 
reserved the right to reject any or all bids, 
and if the issue is over-subscribed the raid- 
ers may be left out when the bonds are 
allotted. 

The action of the banks has aroused much 
feeling, and it is openly hinted that if the 
practice is kept up all banks will be left 
out. But the “installment’’ feature gives 
these gold-holding institutions a chance to 
evade even this check. Only the first in- 
stallment will be required when the bids are 
opened and accepted, and if the banks defer 
their demands on the Treasufy until after 
the bonds have been allotted it will be a 
simple matter for them to recover the gold 
surrendered immediately after they have 
secured the bonds. 

The experience of the Treasury has been 
so different from what the financiers who 
talked on the bond question with the Presi- 
dent said it would be that even Secretary 
Carlisie has little hope that sufficient net 
gold will be realized to bring the reserve up 
to $100,000,000. It is even predicted at the 
department that the reserve will be close to 
$50,000,000 when the proposals are opened. 

If the new loan does not come up to ex- 
pectations, aS now seems quite probable, 
there may be a revision of the President’s 
explanation of his relations with Secretary 
Carlisle. Hints are again heard that Mr. 
Carlisle was op bsed to the bond issue, and 
that if his recommendations had prevailed 
Congress would have had another opportu- 
nity to furnish the Secretary with authority 
to issue bonds on a more satisfactory basis. 

It is now pointed out that before the bond 
call was issued there had been no with- 
drawals of gold for some time and that the 
reserve was slowly climbing. It had re- 
covered $6,000,000 in less than two months, 
and it was not thought at the Treasury 
that there would have been any demand 
for export until the middle of January or 
Feb. 1. The cash balance was $20,000,000 in 
excess of that in the Treasury when bonds 
were issued before, and it is asserted that 
this would have been sufficient to tide over 
the next two months. Just why these facts 
should again be brought forward at the 
Treasury can be accounted for only on the 
theory that friends of Mr. Carlisle are anx- 
ious to have his position known. It has 
been obvious all along that the President 
was the one most anxious for a bond issue, 
and if it fails it will give his Democratic 
critics material food for their attacks on 
him during the short session. 


SOCRATES AS A TEACHER. 


Am. M@. Bryast’s Lecture Before the 
t. Louis Scciety of Fedegogy. 


A large audience attended the second free 
lecture of the Pedagogical Society at the 
High School Building. The lecturer was 
Mr. W. M. Bryant. He spoke in substance 
as follows: 

At the very dawn of history the Greek 
already stood forth distinctly as the rep- 
resentative of Individualism. On the other 
hand the Oriental was the impersonation 
of despotic monarchy. It is the collision of 
these seemingly irreconcilable principles 


that brings out the lightning flash leading 
the way to the growth of modern institu- 
tions. 
Indeed Individualism and Monarchy are 
not two separate principles. They ore only 
two aspects of one and the same principle. 
And this is the principle of self- regulated 
power, which again is the principle con- 
stituting the central element in the un- 
folding of human history. 
Even the earliest and crudest products 
of human consciousness show that with 
the dawning of the life of humanity men 
were already beginning their struggle for 
the mastery of this interminable problem. 
It is, indeed, the core of every myth. It is 
the central thread in every science. It is 
ma very life-breath of every unfolding 
soul. 
And well may all this be literal truth, and 
no mere fancy. For the problem is nothing 
less than the problem of the nature of the 
world as determining alike the nativity 
and the destiny of man. As far as man 
has simply thought out this problem the 
result has been science. As far as man has 
felt out the problem the result has been re- 
ligion, together with art as comprising the 
forms of beauty which religion spontane- 
ously assumes. As far as man has worked 
out the problem, the result has been the 
actual realization of institutions in all 
their subtle variety of forms. 
It was such a world as this that Socrates 
entered upon and fulfilled his great mis- 
sion as teacher. He saw the contradictori- 
ness and shallowness of the sophistic point 
of view and exposed it with all the sub- 
tlety of his matchless irony. And first of 
all it is to be noted that to him the 
‘“‘world’’ was the world of humanity. His 
positive aim, therefore, was to show that 
the guiding principle of the human world 
must be universal and absolute and eter- 
nal if it is to really suffice as a guiding 
principle at all. 
Hence the wholly serious claim on his 
art that he really knew nothing. For to 
hur, as to every discerning mind, the 
nowledge that is merely individual is not 
in truth knowledge at all. Mere individ- 
ual peculiarity may, indeed, be something 
very 12 but in .so far as it is 
merely individual and thus excludes what 
rtains to mind as mind-- that is, to mind 
n its universal or typical character—it can 
be nothing else than original“ vagary. 
And as, for individual man, character 
(which in truth is just that central sub- 
stance constituting the very essence of all 
the virtues), is ie to the very 
existence of human life, it is evident that 
of every question that can be of any real 
interest to man the core is ethical. It was 
the central aim of Socrates to bring him- 
self and others- to the clearest and most 
accurate and most adequate attainable de- 
gree of positive, practical consciousness of 
this truth. 
The method pursued by Socrates in his 
teaching was that of “dialectic: that is, 
of question and answer. He spent his ilfe 
as he said, “examining” men. And so 
searching was this “examination” that no 
one was found reully able to pass; least 
of all those who pretended to the greatest 
knowledge. 

Meanwhile the spirit of his teaching was 
always that of quick sympathy and unfail- 
ing tact; feeling instantly, as by divination 
any special tension of thought or of senti. 
ment developed by the probing question, 
and being also quick to heal the hurt when 
needless hurt was given. 

In aim, in method, in spirit, Socrates was 
a teacher whom every member of this most 
responsible profession may profitably ac- 
cept as a model.

PROGRESS VERIUS ARCHEAOLOGY. 
There is at present on foot a project in 
the ancient land of Egppt which has pre- 
cipitated once more the old strife between 
the practical and the esthetic, material 
progress and learned archeology. Owing 
to the European management of the finan- 
ces of the country for the benefit of its cred- 
itors, and to the economical character of 
the present Khedive,the Government, like 
ourown if 1888, is troubled with a sur- 
plus which seems destined to bring as 
much misfortune on the Land of the Pha- 
raohs as it did upon the Land of Freedom. 

In order to get rid of this s urplus it is 
proposed to employ it in building an im- 
mense dam at Assouan, by which the fer- 
tilizing water of the Nile may be regu- , 
lated, and a systém of irrigation inau- 
gurated that will supply sufficient water 
for the purposes of agriculture throughout 
the year. A supply not only sufficient for 
the present arable area of Egypt, but which 
will practically double this area by re- 
claiming thousands of square miles 
barren desert. 

At first sight such a project seems a most 
admirable application of modern enter- 
prise and civilization. But this dam if 
erected at Assouan wil! bury from sight 
the ruins of the Island of Phila, that

One of the chief lessons of the late land- 
slide which leaves the Senate in worse con- 
dition than before, is that this body must 
be mended. The popular mandate will be 
thwarted and party pledges violated until 
itis brought in closer touch with the 
people. 

THE right view of the attitude of the 
Citizens’ Safety Committee was expressed 
by Secretary Lionberger when he said 
that the Committee could not take part in 
any contests for offices. To accomplish a 
work of any value the committee must 
avoid all color of partizanship. and 
keep itself free from entangling 
partisan alliances. But contests would 
greatly aid in the work of the committee 
in bringing out facts upon which to base 
prosecutions. The committee has an 
opportunity to do a great service 
for St. Louis in securing the punishment 
of all election rascals withoutregard to 
party or place.

PETERSBURG, Nov. 2.—Anton Gre- 
gor Rubinstein, the celebrated Russian pi- 
anist and composer, died 8 of heart 
disease at Peterhoff, near this city. 

Rubinstein was born at Weichwotynetz, 
on the frontier of Ro on November 
30, „ As a child, he was taken to Mos- 
cow, and studied the piano under Alexis 
Villoing. His first appearance in public was 
made when he was only § years of age. At 
10 years, Rubenstein went with his teacher 
to Paris, where he remained for two years, 
his performances at several concerts win- 
ning for him the advice and encouragement 

f Liszt. Rubenstein next visited England, 

weden and Germany, and in Berlin he stud- 
ied composition under Dehn. Having com- 
pleted his course of instruction, he devot- 
ed himself for some time to teaching in 
Berlin and, later, to teaching in Vienna. 
He returned to Russia later on, and was ap- 
pointed pianist to the Grand Duchess Hel- 
ena. Subsequently, he became director of 
the musical concerts of the Russian Music- 
al Society. He visited the United States in 
1872-78. Among the dead pianist’s composi- 
tions are Dimitrie Donskoi,” Les Chas- 
seurs Siberiens,”’ La Vengeance,“ Tom le

of her own little brother. The 
back home again, Boris is saved by the 
Secretary’s intervention and Harry be- 
comes the accepted lover of the Baroness. 

A strong vein of comedy runs through 
the play in the love-making of Alexander 
Airy, a social butterfly, and Wéinnifred 
Rutherell, the Secretary’s niece. 

The role of Baroness Vera, which Miss 
Rehan assumes, is a brilliant one, and the 
actress infuses into it so much of vigorous 
personality, strength of character and 
charming intrigue that she becomes irre- 
sistible. She turns from the playful co- 
quetries of the flirt to a splendid outburst 
of barbaric indignation with masterful 
ease and grace. She assumed at will the 
varying moods of the half-tamed Russian 
intent only upon accomplishing good for 
those about her whom she loved. Her 
ability to amuse her hearers was at times 
remarkable, in that without situation or 
lines especially humorous, she evoked 
hearty laughter by a word, a look, a grunt 
or the shrug of a shoulder. Her accent 
was excellent and well sustained, and her 
entire rformance was most favorably 
received. 

Mr. George Clarke, as the Secretary of 
State, played with rather too much stiff- 
ness. His acting seerned somewhat forced, 
although the reading of his lines was good. 
Mr. John Craig, as Harry Rutherell, was 
merely conventional. He said nothing to 
warrant great praise or condemnation. His 
voice was fine, but his acting lacked finish. 
The work of Mr. William Sampson in the 
amusing role of the social butterfly was 
excellent. Mr. Sampson did not appear to 
good advantage at first, but he soon had 
the audience with him. He is one of those 
men who is funny without looking it or 
trying to be. He gains his effect by the 
tones of his voice and his unconscious man- 
ner; but it should be remembered in con- 
sidering his talent that hisJines were many 
of them very amusing and aided him great- 
ly. Mr. Wheatleigh's old rausician was a 
very modest but exemplary piece of work. 

As to the women in the cast, outside of 
Miss Rehan, no great amount of talent is 
shown. Neither Miss Sybil Carlisle as 
Faith Rutherell nor Miss Cecile as Winny 
Rutherell displayed much of any a 
They were not especially good to look upon 
either as to face, figure or gowns, and 
this naturally made the genius of the 
transcendant Rehan all the more promi- 
nent.

A reporter and an artist for the post- a 
Dispatch visited the cave-dwellers’ Village, 


whose existence on the banks of the River 
des Peres, just north of the Frisco tracks, 
became generally known through the ar- 
raignment of the inhabitants of the vilage 
in the First District Police Court. It is most 
easily reached by the Delmar avenue divis- 
Yon of the Lindell railway. It is within 
three minutes’-walk of the Frisco crossing, 
Following the railroad tracks west, cross- 
ing the stream and proceeding a few rods 
northward, one stumbles on the cave- 
dwellers. 

There are twelve huts tenanted at present 
by fourteen men. There are no boys and no 
very young men in the crowd. The cave 
dwellers seem to range in age from % to 3 
years. They make a good impression, 
seeming to be honest and industrious. The 
solid manner in which the huts are built 
shows they are fairly skilled mechanics. 

The wooded ground is broken on the west 
bank, a steep bluff rising from the high 
water level. The manner of building is 
that a cellar is dug from ten to eighteen 
feet square, with pe 4 walls of 
earth. At one corner r space is cut and 
the door hung in a well 8 w n frame. 
The door faces eastward, but the thick 
woods and low situation protect the cave- 
dwellers from the wind.

THE SHOOTING. 

The shooting occurred about 10:30 o clock. 
Officers Murphy, Stanley and Sheehan were 
standing on the corner of Tenth and Mor- 
gan streets at that hour, when they heard 
cries of watch,“ help,“ and otter cries 
that seemed to come from the alley be- 
tween Tenth and Eleventh, Morgan sireet 
and Franklin avenue. Thinking there was 
a row among the colored people in the alley 
the officers separated and rushed thither by 
different routes Officer Stanley went north 
on Tenth and up the alley, while Officers 
Murphy and Sheehan went up Morgan 
street.

HAS NOTHIXG TO SAY. 


Jastice Gray’s Pesition en the Zen 
Telephene NMenopely. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 20.—Justice 
Gray has nothing to say. As a member of 
the Supreme Court of the United States he 
sat upon the bench to-day and listened to 


the closing arguments in the patent case of 


the Bate Refrigerating Co. against Sulse- 
berger, on whose issue depends the life of 
the Bell Telephone monopoly. After the 
Justice had returned to his home the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent asked the Justice 
for an interview. 

“What about?“ asked Justice Gray. 

“The Post-Dispatch,” said the corre- 
spondent, “published yesterday a story 
showing the connection of the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. and the suit between the Bate 

tefrigerating Co. and Sulseberger. It de- 
sires to know if you have thought of with- 
drawing from the hearing of it for the 
Same reason you withdrew from the Bell 
Telephone Co.’s case in 1891, namely, that, 
owning stock in the telephone company, 
you did not consider it compatible with your 
high sense of justice for you to take part 
in the case.“ 

“I have absolutely nothing to say.“ he re- 
plied. “When sit upon the bench my 
whole action is sent to the public. & will 
speak for itself.“ 

James J. Carter of New York continued 
hefore the Supreme Court the argument 
for the Bate company began on Friday 
last. 

Mr. Carter’s argument closed 
The decision of the court will 
within a few weeks. 


WHAT THE OFFICIALS SAY. 

BOSTON, Mass., Nov. 19.—Bell Telephone 
officials say then have no direct interest in 
the Bate Refrigerator case, and that no 
brief has been filed in their behalf. They 
say that their counsel, Lawyer Storrow, 
is counsel solely for the refrigerator com- 
pany in this case. They are interested 
only in a general way, they say. in the de- 
cision of the point at issue, whether the 
duration of a patent should begin with date 
of application or date of issue of a foreign 
patent. 

The Refrigerator case seems to excite 
the feverish anxiety of the Bell Telephone 
people to get a bill through the last gis- 
lature in Massachusetts authorizing an in- 
crease of the capital stock from $20,000,0000 
to $50,000,000. It was argued in favor of 
this enormous increase that certain patents 
were about to expire and the company 
would need a large sum of money to com- 
pete with other companies who were ready 
to jump into the fleld. The bill passed both 
branches of the Legislature after a bitter 
fight, but it was vetoed by Gov. Green- 
halge because it did not provide that the 
stock should be sold at public auction. 
Tremendous pressure was brought to in- 
duce the Governor to.sign it, and the threat 
was made that a veto wonld hurt him in 
his canvass for re-election. Then another 
bill was drawn up authorizing the issue of 
shares of stock to be offered proportion- 
ately to stockholders at their market value. 
Instead of getting the stock for $100 and 
disposing of it at $200, the stockholders 
were forced to pay the market value. The 
bill passed.. Last week the stockholders 
voted to accept the terms, and voted to in- 
crease the stock by 5,000 shares, making the 
number of shares outstanding at the pres- 
ent time 200,000. his will mean one share 
of stock for every forty shares of old stock. 
Now that the stockholders have adopted 
the act and voted to issue $500,000 new stock 
the next step under the act will be for the 
directors to notify the Commissioner of 
Corporations, Mr. Endicott, of the fact and 
ask him to fix the price of the stock to 
stockholders. The circumstances which 
are to guide him in this are, in the words 
of the act, at the market value thereof at 
the time of increase, taking into account 
previous sales of stock of the corporation 
and other conditions.“ 

From President Hudson's remarks to the 
stockholders, it was plain that the directors 
regarded the acceptance of the act as 
something of an experiment, and that the 
essential feature in this was the fixing of 
the price by the Commisioner of Corpora- 
tions. Evidently ‘stockholders will not 
like it if the price is fixed at a figure which 
they regard as too high, ard so leads to its 
sale at auction. Neither will they want it 
fixed much below the market price, as with 
the new stock which will have to come out 
from time to time the market will tend 
downward to the price at which this new 
stock was put out.
